900.000 persons and eastern and 
central Kansas still reeled from 
the impact ot high waters. 


The twin furies of

fifth consecutive day.

under water. Transportation was 
crippled. 
The water supply was 


curtailed.

i—just as it has since last Friday. 


River Recedes 


tn eastern and central Kansas, 


the swollen Kansas river and its 
tributaries receded generally, per- 
mitting some of the thousands of 
homeless to return to mud-caked 
areas. . 


More than 75,000 persons 
in 


both states were driven from their 
homes. 


Many of the towns still lacked 


power and water facilities. 


Eastward in Missouri, the Mis- 


rouri river crest rolled towards 
the central part of the state. 


Its destructive power was still 


there, but there were no, great 
industrial cities in its path. 


The towns along the river are 


etill digging out of a flood that 
hit earlier this month. The Mis- 
souri runs 200 miles across the 
state from Kansas City on the 
west to St. Charles on the east. 
There it empties into the Missis- 
sippi. 


Bridges Closed

Kansas City and St. Charles are 
closed because of high water.

DIXON TAVERNS ENTERED 


Two Dixon Youths Drowned in Flood Pool 


Brothers Die as 
Third Tries to 
Rescue Them 
Saturday Tragedy 
Called Accidental 
By Coroner's Jury 
A coroner's jury yesterday 


returned a verdict of acciden- 
tal drowning in the death 
Saturday of two brothers in a 
pool west of Dixon. The dead 
are Thomas Leo Schultheis, 
10, and Robert Joseph, 5. 


The drownings occurred 


shortly after noon when the 
younger boy fell into the pool, 
and his brother jumped in to 
save him. A third brother wit- 
nessed the tragedy. The older 
boy could swim a little, it was 
learned, but the younger could 
not. 
' 
The deaths were directly at- 


tributed to the torrential 
rains 


which fell on Dixon last week. 
The pool where the drowning oc- 
curred was gouged out by a 
stream of water flowing under the 
road and falling into a ravine. 
This had been filled to a depth 
of from 10 to 12 feet by the heavy 
rains. The pool was approximately 
30 feet in diameter. 


Coroner Robert Preston said to- 


day that cramps caused • by the 
cold water might have caused the 
drownings. 


Mother at Scene 


The third Schultheis boy, Ed- 


ward. 8, ran to the home of Don- 
ald Rogers, 27, who returned to 
the pool and was able to recover 
the body of the oldest boy. While 
the search was under way for 
the other, the mother, Mrs. Lillian 
Schultheis, Rt; 1, Dixon, applied 
artificial respiration to. the/ first

The second body was recovered 


by the Dixon fire department us- 
ing grappling hooks. Clothing of 
the boys was found on the banks 
of the pool. The water hole is 
approximately a block from the 
residence of the family. It is lo- 
cated beside the Middle road one 
mile west of Alt. Rt. 30.

liberty. Two were shot to death, 
five others were wounded and all 
were recaptured.

Eighth army plans in case the 


cease-fire talks fail are of course 
secret. But officers have noted 
signs of a Chinese-North Korean 
buildup. They asserted the United 
Nations troops are ready for what- 
ever the Reds try. 


There has been little ground ac- 


tion since the cease-fire talks 
started. Both sides have had time 
to rost and rebuild. 


The Allied air effort has been 


slowed only by the weather. U.N. 
warplanes have pounded inces- 
santly at Red airfields to prevent 


the Communists transferring their 
planes to bases south of the Yalu 
river boundary with Manchuria. 


Allied naval forces also have 


paid little heed to ond-thc-war 
talk. Cruisers and destroyers have 
shelled Red rail and highway 
traffic, and have pounded harbor 
installations on both the east and 
west coats of North Korea. 


Eighth army officers reported 


today that elements of a Commu- 
nist regiment were spotted south- 
east of Kaesong, site of the cease- 
fire talks. Th,p. Reds were outside 
the five-mile noutral zone around 
that battered city.

As a teacher in the public schools, I find that the social- 


ist-communist idea of taking "from each according to his 
ability" and giving "to each according to his nee'd" is now 
•generally accepted without question by most of our pupils. 
In an effort to explain the fallacy in this theory, I sometimes 
try this approach with my pupils:

When one of the brighter or harder-working pupils 


makes a grade of 95 on a test, I suggest that I take away 20 
points and give them to a student who has made only 55 
points on his test. Thus each would contribute according to 
his ability and—since both would have a passing mark—each 
would receive according to his need. After I have juggled 
the grades of all the other pupils in this fashion, the result 
is usually a "common ownership" grade of between 75 and 
80—the'minimum needed for passing, or for survival. Then 
I speculate with the pupils as. to the probable results if I 
actually used the socialistic theory for grading papers.

\ 
First, the highly productive pupils—and they are al- 


- ways a minority in school as well as in life—would soon lose 
; all incentive for producing. Why strive to make a high grade 
- if part of it'is taken from you by "authority" and given to 
•omeone else? 


Second, the less productive pupils—majority in school 


as elsewhere—would, for a time, be relieved of the necessity 
of study or to produce. This socialist-communist system 
would continue until the high producers had sunk—or'had 
been driven down—to the level of the low producers. At that 
E 


int, in order for, anyone to survive, the "authority" would 
ve no alternative but to begin a system of compulsory labor 


•i-fcnd punishments against even the low producers. They, of 
- course, would then complain bitterly, but without under- 
standing.

Finally I return the discussion to the ideas of freedom 


and enterprise—the market economy—where each person 
has freedom of choice, and is responsible for his own deci- 
sions and welfare. 


Gratifying enough, most of my pupils then understand 


what I' mean when I explain that socialism—even in a de- 
mocracy—will eventually result in a living-death for all ex- 
cept the "authorities" and a few of their favorite lackeys.

The Doctor Says: 


Getting Rid of Intestinal 
Worms, Long Tedious Job 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. 1). 


I am •always somewhat aston- 


ished by how many people seem 
to be troubled with worms of vari- 
ous kinds — pinworms, thread- 
worms, roundworms, 
tapeworms 


and others. 
And they seem to 


have a hard time getting rid of 
them, even if they have had sev- 
eral treatments. 


All these "worms" are really 


small animal parasites and many 
of them can live only part of their 
lives in the human body. 
The 


rest of the time the parasites may 
spend in the ground, in the bodies 
of lower animals or elsewhere. 
1 One variety is called the tape- 


worm or intestinal flat worm but 


• 
o? this, too, there are several dif- 
ferent kinds. 
' 


At any rate, parasites of this 


family are widespread throughout 
the world and are one • of 
the 


things one has to think about if a 
child is not doing well and the 
reason is not .obvious. Adults can 
get them too and infestation is par 
tlcularly common in places where 
the sanitation Is below modern 
standards. 


Tapeworms enter ;the body with 


the food. In some cases like that 
of the beef tapeworm,, both the 


v fully grown form of the parasite 


and the larva or young stage can 
become established in the human 
intestinal passageways. The tape- 


• worm him a head which hooks on- 


to the wall of the Intestines and 
then grows, "sections" which form 
a *ort of tail. 


The particular kind of parasite 


can be identified by finding these 


sections—or the eggs—in the hu- 
man waste. They have charac- 
teristic and different appearances 
when viewed under the 
micro- 


scope. 


So far as treatment is con- 


cerned the problem is to loosen 
the head and get rid of it. 
This 


involves poisoning the parasite 
without poisoning the person. It 
is a delicate job, but there- are 
several drugs which do this fairly 
uell though they may have to be 
given more than once and some- 
times one drug substituted for 
•another.

KEEP SANITARY 


Part of the trouble which peo- 


ple have in ridding themselves of 
tapeworms 
undoubtedly • comes 


from the fact that they relnfect 
themselves or get some new para- 
sites from other members of the 
household. 
Careful 
washing of 


the hands and sanitary methods 
of handling the food will cut down 
this danger. 


It isn't possible to describe any 


very definite symptoms because 
these may be vapie or there may 
be none at all. A feeling of mild 
digestive discomfort is not un- 
usual and sometimes there are 
such things as disturbed sleep, 
diarrhea, loss 
of 
weight, 
or 


anemia.

tional government to the overriding institution of unionism and I 
undertake to prove that they have.

It is the 


more worse because my belief and my proof can 
be laughed out of the minds of people who should 
be convinced and alarmed. 


Unionism was advertised as a project to es-

A Communist song:, put out dur- 
ing the treasonous insurrections which gave rise 
to the CIO, said "The Boss Won't Listen When 
One Guy Squawks But He's Gotta Listen When 
the Union Talks—."

unionism. 


There was no knowing concession by the people of tie United 


States nor by any unit of our government from the precinct up to 
Washington that a union had any rights which were not explicitly 
awarded to any other person or group. It had no express or implied 
right to threaten anyone with death or physical injury; no right to 
kill or hurt people or to destroy or damage property; no right to 
interfere with the mails or interstate commerce or to pour money 
into elections for the purprose of defeating candidates and issues 
inimical to the lawless excesses of unionism. 


But, because the union formerly represented a type of citizen 


who had been getting a raw deal from some employers, and not 
of condoning riots and other violence. Public opinion did not ob- 
ject to the open solicitation of union support by politicians who 
nade no bones about promising to let unions violate the laws if 
they were elected.

He will be in- 
creasingly contemptuous of his 
mother unless she stops condem- 
ming herself for a wrong choice' 
of a father for her little boy. 


Guilt at being a party to the 


break-up of their children's home 
always complicates the 'discipline 
attitude of divorced parents. 


They will recover from their 


guilt whenHhey are ready to stop 
pretending 
and 
admit 
they're 


pretty angry at tne husband or 
wife who has hurt and humiliated 
them. 
( 


I don't think much of this 


highly-civilized act we put on 
when we lose the father or mother 
of our children through divorce. 
We, don't emerge from divorce 
with placid feelings. Pretending 
that we do is dishonest. We pay 
for that dishonesty in self-resent- 
ment and self-distrust. And we 
quickly find that children sense 
our- uncertainy and conclude we're 
the kind of people who can be 
defied and pushed around." 


Divorced parents who are un- 


able to take a firm tone with 
youngsters should discard their 
pose of nobility and frankly admit 
they're just not up to taking dis- 
appointment 
and ' failure 
like 


saints in stained glass windows. 


Anger In Masquerade 


Anger, ignored, accounts for 


the lavish sympathy the divorced 
parent so often pours out on his 
child. We say, "Poor little Jimmy, 
he never knows what to say when 
other children talk about their 
daddies. Poor little Jimmy, Christ- 
mases are so hard on him." 


I don't want to be brutal; but 


really this is self-pity, not pity 
for Jimmy. This is anger is mas- 
querade. 


Does the divorced parent fear 


to admit his anger because admit- 
ting it might lose him the love 
and respect of his child? 
.It won't. It will win them, as the 
truth about ourselves always does. 


There is great, deep wisdom for 


the divorced parent in the Bible 


story of the Hebrew prophet who 
confronted 
a 
snake 
one day. 


Though it hissed and spat'at him, 
he picked it up fearlessly. It 
changed to a rod, a staff in his 
hand. 


Children know when we are 


honestly struggling to change an 
experience with the snake of, an- 
ger and resentment into one that 
will bless and support us by re- 
vealing our own strength of char- 
acter. They know—and their love 
will pour out 
to us. But it 


never will if we nervously and 
fearfuly try to evade the battle 
with our unpleasant, uncivilized 
emotions. 


They will know. And they won't 


pry the rhinestones out of our 
brooches. They'll save their allow- 
ances to buy us other brooches.

Dixon holding a Savanna chiropractor and his wife in contempt of 
court on two charges was upheld Saturday by the Second District Ap- 
pellate court, Ottawa.

Judge Dixon had fined B. H. Gholson, Savanna, and his wife $250 


and had sentenced Gholson to 10 days in the Carroll county jail. Both 
were released on bond pending the appeal. 


Gholson had been on trial for 


practicing medicine without a li- 
cense when 500 students from a 
Davenport, la., chiropractic school, 
not recognized In Illinois, stormed 
the courtroom. 


Contempt 
proceedings 
were 


then filed by State's Atty. Law- 
rence A. Smith. Gholson was also 
held in contempt when two ad- 
vertisements were placed in Car- 
roll county newspapers in an at- 
tempt to further his defense. 


Gholson claimed that his wife 


had paid for the two advertise- 
ments to aid her husband. 


The Appellate court held that 


both the demonstration and the 
advertisement were an attempt to 
sway the Judge ond the jury. The 
court said that the demonstration 
by the students was a pre-con- 
celved plan and not spontaneous. 


The same court had upheld 


Judge Dixon's decision that Ghol- 
son was guilty of practicing medi- 
cine without a license. Gholson 
was fined a total of 52,000.

Report Casualties 


Reports varied on the number of 


casualties in last night's fighting 
between the Reds and Mossadegh's 
National Fronters. An official po- 
lict communique said one police- 
man and three 
civilians 
were 


killed. Earlier, however, the gov- 
ernment radio reported two police- 
men 
killed, and a high police 


source said 14 civilians were dead. 


Several bodies of members of 


the underground Communist Tu- 
deh party were reported carried 
away from the riot scene last 
night for Communist-style "mar- 
tyr funerals." 


Many Injured 


The police communique said 59 


policemen were injured seriously 
enough to be hospitalized, while 
153 others suffered less serious 
hurts. It said six civilians were 
critically injured, 55 others hos- 
pitalized and "many others" re- 
leased after treatment for minor 
injuries.

CHAMPAIGN — (AP)_ Corn 


borer infestation has been reported 
"fairly light" in Illinois field corn 
by the state natural history sur- 
vey. 


Jn the eighth of its weekly re- 


ports on the borer situation, the 
survey said: 


"We are now definitely between 


generations of corn borers In all 
sections of Illinois. In Southern 
Illinois pupae are present in most 
early sweet corn and a few moths 
have emerged. But pupation has 
barely started in field corn and 
later sweet corn. 


"Market garden sweet corn in 


the Cook county area may still 
need some protection. Elsewhere it 
is too late. Also, some canning corn 
may still profit from treatment 
next week to clean up where treat- 
ment was missed. 


"But in general, most of the 


spraying should have been com- 
pleted by now. 


"Infestations are generally light 


in field corn, and few early fields 
appear to justify treatment. Such 
fields should have been treated last 
week at the very latest.
